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During  the  past  year  forty  meetings  of  the  Trustees 
have  been  held.

The  members  of  the  Board  serve  on  the  Visiting  Com¬ 
mittee  for  the  Suffolk  School  for  Boys,  two  members  being 
appointed  every  month  for  that  purpose.  They  also  visit 
the  children  placed  out  in  families  and  institutions  at 
intervals. 

The  children  under  the  care  of  the  Board  are  classed  as 
follows :  — 

(a.)  Delinquent  children  at  the  Suffolk  School  for  Boys 
(Rainsford  Island)  and  probationers  therefrom. 

(6.)  Dependent  and  Neglected  children  boarded  or  placed 
free  in  families  (usually  in  the  country),  and  a  number  in 
the  care  of  schools  for  defectives  or  other  hospitals  or  insti¬ 
tutions  not  under  the  management  of  the  Trustees,  where 
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they  have  been  placed  for  training  or  hospital  treatment  at 
the  expense  of  this  Department. 

The  total  number  of  children  now  in  the  care  of  the 
Department  is  1,419,  or  141  less  than  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year,  divided  as  follows :  —

One  hundred  and  three  boys  from  the  Suffolk  School  for 
Boys  and  thirty-six  boys  from  the  Parental  School  were 
released  on  probation. 
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Financial  Statement. 

The  total  net  cost  of  the  maintenance  of  the  Children’s 
Institutions  Department  for  the  year  was  #185,424.34, 
which,  divided  among  the  whole  average  number  of  child¬ 
ren  (1,517)  makes  an  average  per  capita  expense  of  #122.23 
for  the  year,  or  #2.34  per  week. 

An  analysis  of  the  expenses  of  the  Placing-Out  and  Office 
Division,  the  Parental  School,  and  the  Suffolk  School  for 
Boys  is  given  in  Tables  2b  to  2g,  inclusive. 

The  net  cost  of  the  Placing-Out  and  Office  Division, 
with  its  estimated  share  of  the  office  expenses  amounted  to 
#111,740.30.  This  includes  a  charge  of  #102.25  on  ac¬ 
count  of  the  decrease  in  the  inventory  of  clothing  on  hand 
February  1,  1915,  from  the  inventory  of  the  year  previous. 

Of  this  amount,  #12,016.72  has  been  paid  for  the  board  of 
children  in  the  Massachusetts  Hospital  School  at  Canton  and 
the  Massachusetts  State  Infirmary. 

The  remainder,  #99,723.58,  has  been  paid  for  an  average 
of  587  children  boarded  in  families  and  an  average  of  272 
children  in  free  homes.  Taking  together  all  children  placed 
in  families  (859)  we  find  the  average  per  capita  cost  for  the 
year  to  be  #116.09,  or  #2.23  per  week. 

The  total  net  cost  of  caring  for  the  delinquent  children 
was  #41,681.49,  of  which  #39,568.23  was  used  for  the  Suf¬ 
folk  School  for  Boys,  including  an  estimated  share  of  the 
office  expenses,  #500.  Deducting  #3,777.23  as  a  portion  of 
the  amount  spent  for  permanent  improvements  and  furnish¬ 
ings,  the  average  per  capita  cost  for  each  boy  actually  in  the 
Institution  (124)  was  #288.64  for  the  year,  or  #5.54  per 
week. 

The  remainder,  #2,113.26,  represents  the  amount  expended 
on  the  visitation  of  boys  on  probation  in  their  own  homes  and 
homes  in  the  country,  the  clothing  furnished  by  the  Placing- 
Out  and  Office  Division  to  some  of  these  boys  when  going 
to  country  homes,  and  board  paid  for  an  average  of  four 
boys  for  the  year.  Taking  together  all  delinquents,  both  in 
the  Suffolk  School  for  Boys  and  on  probation  (an  average  of 
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420),  the  average  per  capita  cost  for  the  year  was  199.24, 
or  $1.98  per  week. 

The  total  net  cost  of  caring  for  the  truants  committed  to 
the  Parental  School  was  $32,104.80,  of  which  $29,723.01 
was  used  for  the  Parental  School,  including  an  estimated 
share  of  the  office  expenses,  $300.  The  average  per  capita 
cost  for  each  boy  in  the  Institution  (104)  was  $285.80 
up  to  the  closing  of  the  School  September  14,  1914,  or  $8.85 
per  week. 

The  remainder,  $2,381.79,  represents  the  amount  expended 
on  the  visitation  of  boys  on  probation  in  their  homes,  and 
homes  in  the  country,  the  clothing  furnished  by  the  Placing- 
Out  Division  to  some  of  these  boys  when  going  to  the 
country,  and  board  paid  for  an  average  of  12  truants  on 
probation.  Taking  together  all  the  truants  (an  average  of 
254),  the  average  cost  per  capita  up  to  the  time  of  closing 
the  Institution  was  $126.40,  or  $3.91  per  week. 


During  the  year  three  children  attending  High  Schools 
were  assisted  from  the  Sawyer  Fund  Income  to  the  amount 
of  $97.00,  the  money  being  expended  for  tuition  and  cloth¬ 
ing. 


From  the  special  appropriation  for  Heating  and  Power 
equipment  at  the  Suffolk  School  for  Boys  we  have  expended 
$1,792.82,  leaving  a  balance  for  further  work  of  $889.18.

SUFFOLK  SCHOOL  FOR  BOYS. 

Report  of  the  Trustees. 

Another  year  of  progress  can  be  recorded  for  the  Suffolk 
School  for  Boys  at  Rainsford  Island.  Point  Cottage  has 
been  repaired  and  painted.  This  cottage  is  in  a  most  favor¬ 
able  location,  and  at  the  present  time  is  nearly  ready  for 
occupancy,  and  presents  a  fine  appearance. 

We  are  now  assured  the  means  for  a  better  fire  protection, 
as  well  as  a  much  needed  engine  and  dynamo,  through  the 
provision  of  His  Honor  Mayor  Curley  and  the  City  Council. 

Our  principal  Industries  at  the  School  are  shoe-making,  for 
which  some  new  machinery  has  been  installed,  carpentering, 
printing,  farming,  painting,  and  tailoring. 

The  Trustees  invite  your  attention  to  the  detailed  account 
of  the  Industrial  work  in  the  Superintendent’s  Report  that 
follows.  In  this  connection  it  might  be  mentioned  that  this 
Report  is  the  work  of  the  boys  in  the  Class  in  Printing. 

In  their  Annual  Reports  of  the  Suffolk  School  the  Trustees 
have,  at  different  times,  expressed  their  opinions  in  favor  of 
the  cottage  system,  and  this  year  the  Committee  on  the 
Inspection  of  Prisons,  all  members  of  the  City  Council,  in 
their  official  report  have  also  recommended  that  the  cottage 
system  be  effected  this  year.  The  Superintendent,  also, 
favors  the  plan. 

In  our  academic  work  in  our  school  class-rooms,  we  follow 
the  system  employed  in  the  Boston  Public  Schools,  so  that  a 
pupil  may  continue  his  work  in  a  city  school  upon  his  release 
without  serious  interruption.  The  statistics  prove  that  we 
are  successful  in  this  regard.  We  have  excellent  equipment 
for  study  in  the  line  of  text-books,  maps,  charts,  and  pic¬ 
tures.  The  boys  show  great  interest  in  their  work,  and 
appreciate  the  instruction  of  their  teachers,  whether  the  sub- 
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jects  are  taken  from  their  books  or,  more  practically,  from  an 
ocean-liner  which  can  be  easily  seen  from  their  school-room 
windows.  The  pupils  vie  with  each  other  in  speculation  of 
what  waters  the  ship  passed  through  on  her  vo}rage,  of  what 
her  cargo  consists,  and  of  the  disposal  that  will  be  made  of 
the  same. 

The  musical  instruction  in  our  School  is  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  the  musical  director  of  the  Boston  Public  Schools, 
and  the  Trustees  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  School 
Board  for  their  kindly  co-operation. 

Good  reading  is  an  important  factor  in  education,  and  it  is 
surprising  how  much  the  boys  enjoy  it,  how  responsive  they 
are  to  the  high,  elevated  thoughts  and  good  language  in  the 
books  given  them  to  read ;  hence  it  is  obvious  that  too  much 
attention  cannot  be  devoted  to  cultivating  their  interest  in 
good  literature.  They  have  a  school  library  of  carefully 
selected  volumes;  in  addition  to  this  the  Boston  Public 
Library  gives  us  a  regular  deposit  of  books,  and  generously 
supplies  us  with  the  best  juvenile  periodicals  and  magazines, 
for  which  the  Trustees  wish  to  express  their  gratitude. 

Careful  attention  is  here  given  to  religious  instruction. 
Rev.  Father  James  Brie,  S.J.,  conducts  the  Catholic  services, 
and  he  is  assisted  in  his  catechism  work  by  young  women  and 
young  men,  who  generously  give  their  time  to  this  work. 
Rev.  Dr.  George  E.  Stokes  conducts  the  Protestant  services, 
and  Mr.  N.  I.  Goodman  instructs  the  Hebrew  boys.  The 
Trustees  wish  to  thank  all  who  devote  time  and  energy  to 
this  good  work. 

After  all,  personal  service  cannot  be  too  highly  estimated, 
and  the  boys  appreciate  those  who  are  interested  in  their 
welfare  and  are  willing  to  give  them  a  chance  to  do  better. 
They  treasured  every  word  that  His  Honor,  Mayor  James  M. 
Curley,  said  to  them  during  his  visits  at  the  School,  and  what¬ 
ever  may  be  their  future  spheres  in  life,  they  will  always 
remember  His  Honor’s  encouragement  and  kind  interest  in 
them. 

A  fact  that  is  most  apparent  and  commendable  regarding 
the  boys  of  the  Suffolk  School  is  the  interest  they  take  in 
their  work  and  their  pride  in  doing  it  well.  They  strive  to 
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win  the  esteem  of  those  placed  in  authority  over  them,  and  in 
return  the  boys  are  most  responsive  to  kind  treatment.  It  is 
a  pleasure  to  watch  their  bright  faces,  whether  they  are  in  the 
school-room,  at  their  work,  or  at  their  out-of-door  games,  and 
in  imagination  try  to  picture  their  future  careers.  It  is  not 
hard  to  realize  the  importance  of  the  work  in  giving  to  these 
delinquent  children  the  education  and  care  that  will  make 
good  citizens  of  them.

During  the  early  part  of  this  year,  because  of  the  condition 
of  the  building  and  of  the  reduced  number  of  small  boys,  it 
was  advisable  to  close  Point  Cottage.  This  building  has 
been  remodelled,  newly  plastered,  painted  inside,  new  win¬ 
dows  and  doors  have  replaced  old  ones,  new  hard  wood  floors 
have  been  laid  in  the  dormitory  and  bedrooms,  and  battle- 
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ship  linoleum  on  the  ground  floor.  The  basement  has  been 
cemented ;  the  heating  system  has  been  rearranged,  and  new 
plumbing  has  been  installed.  The  cottage  is  now  ready  for 
occupancy.  The  Trustees,  in  their  Annual  'Reports,  have 
been  advocating  the  necessity  for  new  cottages  here,  and 
now  the  Committee  on  the  Inspection  of  Prisons  recommends 
that  a  change  from  the  congregate  to  the  cottage  system  be 
effected  this  year.  This  will  necessitate  the  erecting  of  two 
double  cottages.  If  the  institution  building  is  to  remain  a 
place  for  habitation  necessary  repairs  should  be  made.  The 
plans  recommended  both  by  the  Trustees  and  the  City  Coun¬ 
cil  are,  I  believe,  most  feasible.  These  are  to  convert  this 
building  into  an  industrial  one,  at  a  small  outlay,  and  to  erect 
cottages  for  homes  for  the  boys. 

Better  means  of  fighting  fires,  an  auxiliary  engine  and 
dynamo,  new  piggery  and  hen  houses  will  be  taken  care  of 
from  the  transfer  of  funds  authorized  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council. 

The  visiting  accomodations  have  been  changed.  The  pa¬ 
rents  and  friends  of  the  boys  visit  them  in  the  institution 
building  now  instead  of  on  the  wharf,  as  formerly,  the  boat 
remaining  a  sufficient  time  twice  a  month. 

The  storm  of  January  13,  1915,  did  considerable  damage 
to  the  wharf.  The  Public  Works  Department  made  an 
inspection  and  recommendation  as  to  the  extent,  and  the  sum 
of  $3,200  has  been  transferred  from  the  reserve  fund  to 
make  the  needed  repairs. 


HEALTH. 

I  am  convinced  that  this  is  an  ideal  place  for  a  school  as 
regards  health.  Because  of  our  isolation  we  are  free  from 
epidemics.  Having  a  resident  physician  minimizes  the 
chances  of  a  new  boy  spreading  disease,  as  every  pupil  is 
examined  on  his  entrance.  The  report  of  Dr.  Rives  Tatum 
is  appended :  — 

Boston,  Feb.  1,  1915. 

To  Supt.  J.  J.  Ryan,  Suffolk  School  for  Boys:  — 

In  accordance  with  precedent,  I  herewith  present  to  you  my 
annual  report  of  the  work  done  in  the  dispensary.  The  health  of 
the  boys  has  been  very  good,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  more 
cases  have  been  treated  than  during  the  preceding  year. 

There  has  been  no  serious  epidemic  or  fatality  on  the  island. 
There  have  been  treated  in  the  dispensary  one  thousand  cases ; 
of  this  number  six  were  sufficiently  serious  to  be  sent  to  Long 
Island  Hospital  for  treatment,  and  were  returned  here  or  dis¬ 
charged  from  that  institution.  One  boy  was  sent  to  the  Massa- 
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chusetts  Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary.  I  have  been  particularly 
impressed  with  the  marked  improvement  in  the  boys  when  leaving 
as  compared  with  their  condition  upon  entrance  to  the  School.

SCHOOL. 

The  school  routine  and  courses  of  study  are  the  same  as 
last  year.  The  Music  Department  of  the  Boston  Public 
Schools  system  sends  a  supervisor  periodically.  On  closing 
day  the  play,  “The  Noble  Spy,”  was  acted  out  of  doors,  the 
boys  impersonating  the  different  characters.  The  Boston 
Public  Library  continues  to  furnish  us  with  a  good  supply  of 
books  and  magazines.  The  position  of  Principal  of  Schools 
has  been  abolished.  Military  drill  continues  to  be  a  part  of 
the  school  curriculum. 

INDUSTRIES. 

The  financial  reports  of  our  Industries  speak  for  them¬ 
selves.  All  the  machines  in  our  department  are  power- 
driven  and  are  operated  by  boys.  Being  of  a  standard  and 
modern  type,  the  operators  in  consequence  find  no  difficulty 
in  obtaining  work  after  leaving  the  School.  While  it  is  not 
the  intention  to  make  a  profit  on  our  finished  products, 
enough  margin  is  allowed  so  that  no  loss  occurs.  The  sum 
of  $5,663.27  is  the  amount  of  money  credited  from  other  city 
departments  for  our  products.  Beside  this  amount  the 
School  used  shoes  valued  at  $1,046.61;  printing,  $176.25 ; 
furniture,  $100;  farm  products,  $1,858.75.  The  educational 
value  is  incalculable  except  in  so  far  as  the  saving  of  youth 
is  an  asset.

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RELIGIOUS. 

Rev.  James  Brie,  S.J.,  Rev.  George  E.  Stokes,  and  Mr.  N. 
I.  Goodman  conduct  services  for  their  respective  groups  the 
same  as  last  year.  The  young  ladies  and  gentlemen  who 
come  here  Sunday,  giving  of  their  time  and  services  in  the 
Sunday  School,  are  an  inspiration  not  alone  because  of  their 
words  of  instruction  but  because  of  their  deeds  of  sacrifice 
and  their  example  of  constancy,  interest  and  good-will.  We 
take  this  opportunity  to  thank  them  and  to  hope  their  works 
receive  a  more  fitting  reward. 

GENERAL. 

The  discipline  of  the  School  has  been  good.  We  have  had 
fewer  changes  in  the  personnel  of  our  staff  this  year  —  a 
condition  which  is  most  desirable.  Four  boys  were  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  State  Reformatory  for  the  good  of  the  School,  as 
they  were  too  old  in  years  and  experience  to  be  associated  with 
the  younger  boys.  A  larger  number  of  boys  were  returned 
from  probation  this  year  than  last  owing  principally  to  the 
difficulty  of  obtaining  work.  While  this  may  seem  discour¬ 
aging  we  must  not  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  our  work  is 
salvage  work  and  that  the  exceedingly  small  percent  which 
are  counted  failures  are  the  ones  constantly  before  the  public 
eye ;  and  in  some  instances  they  later  in  life  turn  out  to  be 
good  citizens.  We  do  not  hear  so  much  about  the  boys  who 
have  been  benefited  by  the  training  here  although  these 
constitute  the  large  majority  of  our  graduates.  The  benefits 
derived  from  the  expenditure  of  money  cannot  be  seen  nor 
easily  appreciated  where  character  is  to  be  measured.  Tables 
numbered  11  and  12  in  this  report  are  worthy  of  consideration, 
and  show  that  from  a  monetary  standpoint  the  expenditures 
have  been  worth  while.  When  the  number  of  boys  saved  is 
considered,  who  can  place  a  value  on  our  work  ?  One  boy, 
at  the  time  of  entrance  was  prepared  to  go  to  High  School, 
he  continued  his  studies  here  and  upon  his  release  entered  in 
the  second  year  in  the  High  School.  Another  boy  is  taking 
a  correspondence  course  preparing  for  Civil  Service  exami¬ 
nation,  to  be  taken  on  his  release.  I  mention  these  things  in 
passing  to  show  that  the  boys  realize  what  the  city  is  trying 
to  do  for  them,  and  do  not  feel  that  this  is  a  place  of  punish¬ 
ment.  Most  of  the  boys  are  aware  of  the  fact  that  they 
must  work  with  their  hands  and  they  know,  too,  that  the  boy 
with  mechanical  training  has  the  better  chance.  Conse¬ 
quently  places  in  our  Industries  are  eagerly  sought.  As  is 
natural,  the  boys  in  the  shop  see  the  necessity  of  mental 
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development  to  advance  in  their  trades,  and  the  night  classes 
composed  of  these  boys  are  earnest  and  industrious  groups. 

Laundry  machinery  has  been  installed  this  year. 

CONCLUSION. 

Some  improvements  requested  have  been  completed,  others 
are  nearing  completion,  and  still  others  already  mentioned 
should  be  undertaken  at  once  if  the  County  of  Suffolk  is  to 
take  the  foremost  place  in  this  great  work,  viz. :  the  reclaim¬ 
ing  of  youth. 

I  wish  to  thank  you,  the  Trustees,  for  your  co-operation,  as 
I  consider  your  help  and  suggestions  of  great  value.  His 
Honor  the  Mayor,  and  the  City  Council,  have  shown  great 
interest  in  our  work  by  their  liberality  in  the  appropriation, 
but  more  especially  by  their  unofficial  as  well  as  official 
visits.

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PARENTAL  SCHOOL. 

(THE  TRUANT  SCHOOL  OF  THE  CITY  OF  BOSTON.) 

Report  of  the  Trustees. 

The  year  1914  marks  the  abolition  of  the  Parental  School 
in  West  Roxbury.  The  closing  of  the  School  was  due  to  an 
Act  of  the  Legislature  who  considered  that  this  School  for 
truants  was  unnecessary.  (Chapter  738,  Acts  of  1914). 
Accordingly  the  boys  were  transferred  to  the  School  Depart¬ 
ment.  They  were  released  from  the  Parental  School  on 
Monday,  September  14,  1914,  accompanied  either  by  their 
parents  or  guardians,  and  they  returned  to  their  homes  qui¬ 
etly  and  in  good  order.  The  boys  were  instructed  to  appear 
at  the  schools  in  their  respective  districts  on  the  following 
day. 

A  caretaker  was  appointed  by  the  Trustees  to  take  charge 
of  the  buildings  on  this  site. 
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PLACING-OUT  AND  OFFICE  DIVISION. 

Report  of  the  Trustees. 

The  object  of  the  Placing-Out  Division  is  to  provide  good 
homes  for  the  dependent  and  neglected  children  entrusted  to 
its  care.  The  importance  of  this  work  is  apparent  from  the 
realization  of  the  fact  that  all  children  have  a  right  to  strong, 
well-nourished  bodies,  and  to  a  happy  childhood ;  consequently, 
great  care  must  be  exercised  in  the  selection  of  the  homes  to 
which  they  may  be  assigned,  as  well  as  the  special  advan¬ 
tages  to  be  found  in  the  neighborhoods.  The  great  majority 
of  these  children  are  placed  in  country  homes  —  either  board¬ 
ing  or  free ;  only  a  comparatively  small  number  need  special 
care  by  reason  of  mental  or  physical  defects,  and  such  are 
placed  temporarily  or  permanently  in  special  schools  or  insti¬ 
tutions.  All  the  children  are  visited  at  least  every  three 
months  by  the  regular  visitors  of  the  Department,  who  real¬ 
ize  the  responsibility  of  their  work.  It  is  the  strict  policy 
of  the  Trustees  to  place  children  in  families  of  the  same  relig¬ 
ious  belief  as  that  of  their  parents. 

In  the  report  of  the  General  Agent,  the  Trustees  would 
call  attention  to  the  good  health  of  the  children,  generally 
speaking,  and  of  their  freedom  from  epidemics  during  the 
past  year. 

Apart  from  the  statistics  a  general  survey  of  these  chil¬ 
dren  according  to  their  ages  is  most  interesting,  particularly 
when  it  is  considered  how  quickly  they  adapt  themselves  to 
their  new  homes  —  how  responsive  they  are  to  affection  — 
and,  on  the  other  hand,  how  attached  these  foster  parents 
become  to  them  that  they  wish  to  adopt  them,  and  how 
they  willingly  make  personal  sacrifices  for  them  in  sickness. 

In  the  first  place  take  the  little  infants  with  their  cherub 
faces  and  cunning  ways,  who  quickly  win  favor  from  those 
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with  whom  they  are  placed.  Then  the  older  children  who 
are  starting  to  school  and  lisping  their  nursery  rhymes,  who, 
from  their  good  behavior  and  implicit  obedience,  merit  the 
affection  of  their  “mothers,”  as  they  lovingly  call  their  fos¬ 
ter  parents;  or,  the  still  older  children  who  are  approach¬ 
ing  a  most  important  event  —  their  graduation  from  the 
Grammar  School. 

Their  “mothers”  could  not  be  more  solicitous  about  these 
boys  and  girls  successfully  passing  the  required  examinations 
if  they  were  their  own  children.  In  many  instances  our 
children  are  not  only  younger  than  the  neighbors’  children  in 
the  same  grades,  but  they  also  excel  them  in  scholarship.  It 
happens  many  times  that  your  Trustee,  when  she  enters  the 
school-room,  is  informed  by  the  teacher  that  these  children 
are  “A”  pupils  and  lead  the  class.  This  is  most  gratifying, 
particularly  when  the  bright  eyes  of  these  appreciative  chil¬ 
dren  gleam  with  joy  at  their  merited  praise. 

Many  of  the  children,  after  their  graduation  from  the  Gram¬ 
mar  School,  have  both  the  ability  and  the  ambition  to  con¬ 
tinue  their  education  in  the  High  School,  and  they  have  been 
given  this  opportunity.  Special  mention  might  be  made  of 
two  girls,  one  14  years  and  the  other  15,  that  are  doing  excel¬ 
lent  work  in  the  second  year  of  the  High  School,  and  a  girl 
of  13  and  a  boy  of  14  in  the  first  year  of  the  High;  and 
another  brilliant  boy  of  14,  who  ranked  highest  in  the  whole 
course  of  the  Grammar  School,  and  was  perfect  in  deportment 
as  well.  This  boy  is  said  by  the  principal  to  have  a  remark¬ 
able  mind  and  has  unusual  ability.  Besides,  we  have  pupils 
in  the  Worcester  County  and  Bristol  County  Agricultural 
schools,  and  one  in  an  agricultural  college. 

Many  of  the  children  under  our  care  have  passed  the 
school  age,  and  are  considered  to  be  self-supporting.  The 
majority  of  the  girls  are  indentured  in  families,  and  assist  in 
the  housework,  for  which  they  receive  pay.  The  “  mothers  ” 
exert  a  watchful  care  over  these  girls,  and  are  so  interested 
in  them  that  they  sometimes  help  to  clothe  them  in  addition 
to  their  small  weekly  allowance.  The  girls  and  boys  are 
advised  by  us  to  save  something  every  week,  no  matter  how 
small  the  amount  may  be,  and  deposit  this  money  in  the  sav- 
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ings  bank ;  they  are  encouraged  when  they  see  their  earnings 
accumulate,  and  especially  when  interest  is  added  in  their 
bank  books.  Some  of  the  girls  make  heroic  sacrifices  to  keep 
up  this  regular  practice,  and  the  amounts  to  their  accounts 
in  the  banks  bear  testimony  to  this  fact.  One  girl  related 
how  differently  she  felt  when  examining  some  article  on  a 
counter,  and  deciding  to  go  without  it  and  save  the  money, 
than  from  being  obliged  to  go  without  it  not  having  the 
money  to  buy  it. 

A  large  percentage  of  the  boys  are  placed  on  farms,  but 
many  have  shown  a  disinclination  for  farm  work,  and  have 
been  assisted  to  learn  trades  or  any  other  congenial  employ¬ 
ment. 

In  time  our  girls  and  boys  grow  up  to  be  an  essential  part 
in  the  neighborhood  in  which  they  are  placed.  They  become 
members  of  different  societies,  gymnasia,  etc.,  and  sing  in 
the  choirs,  and  lead  good  honorable  lives. 

Hence  it  is  evident  that  too  much  cannot  be  done  for  these 
dear  children  who  have  been  deprived  by  death  or  other  cir¬ 
cumstances  of  their  parents. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  GENERAL  AGENT  FOR  THE 
PLACING-OUT  AND  OFFICE  DIVISION. 


Boston,  Feb.  1,  1915. 

To  the  Trustees  for  Children:  — 

I  respectfully  submit  herewith  the  Report  of  the  Placing- 
Out  and  Office  Division  of  the  Children’s  Institutions  Depart¬ 
ment,  for  the  year  ending  Jan.  31,  1915. 

This  Division  exercises  parental  care  and  control  of  boys 
released  on  parole  from  Suffolk  School  for  Boys,  of  neglected 
children,  committed  to  the  custody  of  the  Trustees  by  the 
various  courts,  and  of  dependent  children  who  are  admitted 
to  the  care  of  the  Trustees  in  accordance  with  the  laws  which 
provide  for  relief  of  the  needy  poor. 

A  fourth  class  of  children  formerly  provided  for  by  the 
Division  were  truants  on  parole  from  the  Parental  School. 
The  School  having  been  abolished  by  an  Act  of  the  Legisla¬ 
ture  (Chap.  738,  Acts  of  1914)  the  authority  of  the  Trustees 
in  regard  to  such  children  terminated  with  the  closing  of  the 
School,  and  such  as  were  then  being  cared  for  by  this  Divi¬ 
sion  were  discharged  September  14, 1914. 

The  total  number  of  children  in  care  of  the  Division  at  the 
close  of  the  year  was  1,298,  including  308  boys  paroled  from 
the  Suffolk  School  for  Boys,  who  were  at  home  or  placed 
in  country  homes  provided  for  them  by  the  Trustees ;  496 
dependent  and  1 22  neglected  children  who  were  at  board  in 
families;  197  dependent  and  98  neglected  children  who  were 
in  free  homes ;  87  of  both  classes  were  in  other  institutions 

Three  hundred  eighty  requests  for  admission  of  dependent 
children  to  the  care  of  the  Trustees  were  received,  of  which 
121,  or  31.84  percent  were  accepted  (in  addition  to  18,  for 
whom  applications  were  made  during  the  previous  year) ;  74 
applications  were  withdrawn  ;  13  were  refused  as  unsuitable 
cases  for  this  Department,  and  37  were  at  the  end  of  this 
year,  pending  further  action  by  friends  or  other  agencies,  or 
awaiting  additional  investigation  by  this  office.  Of  the  whole 
number  225,  or  67.10  percent,  had  settlements  in  Boston. 
There  was  a  noticeable  increase  in  the  number  of  n on-settled 
cases,  which  was  115,  or  30  percent.  From  various  courts 
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38  neglected  children  were  committed  to  the  custody  of  the 
Trustees,  an  increase  of  6,  or  18.75  percent  over  the  number 
of  commitments  during  1913. 

Each  child  when  received  is  immediately  taken  in  charge 
by  one  of  the  visitors,  cleaned  and  provided  with  new  cloth¬ 
ing,  and  is  then  examined  by  the  Department  physician,  after 
which,  unless  hospital  care  or  special  home,  where  expert 
medical  attention  may  be  provided,  is  recommended,  the  child 
is  placed  in  a  suitable  home  which  has  been  carefully  investi¬ 
gated  and,  in  accordance  with  the  rule  of  the  Board  of  Trus¬ 
tees,  in  a  family  of  the  same  religion  as  that  of  the  child’s 
parents.  The  children  are  visited  at  least  every  three  months 
by  our  staff,  and  the  constant  desire  of  the  Department  is  that 
the  visitors  increase  their  efficiency  in  this  work.  Three 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  three  visits  to  dependent  and 
neglected  children  were  made  by  our  staff,  in  addition  to 
those  made  by  some  of  the  Trustees ;  561  transfers  were 
made  during  the  year;  to  paroled  boys  from  the  Suffolk 
School,  2,000  visits  were  made,  and  810  visits  to  truant  boys 
who  were  subject  to  the  control  of  the  Trustees.  Tables  10, 
11,  12,  and  13  may  be  referred  to  for  a  detailed  account  of 
the  behavior  and  condition  of  the  Suffolk  School  boys  still 
under  supervision. 

In  keeping  with  the  general  policy  of  providing  children 
with  the  greatest  possible  amount  of  education,  there  has 
been  a  gradual  increase  in  the  number  of  your  wards  who 
have  been  allowed  to  remain  in  school  after  reaching  the  age 
when  formerly  they  were  expected  to  become  in  a  measure 
self-supporting.  This  has  necessitated  an  additional  cost  to 
the  extent  of  continuing  such  children  on  the  boarding  list. 
Sixteen  girls  and  7  boys  over  14  years  of  age  are  so  continued 
in  boarding  homes  and  attending  school ;  22  girls  and  17  boys 
in  free  homes  are  permitted  to  continue  in  school.  Of  the 
total  number  of  children  attending  school,  18  girls,  or  47.37 
percent,  are  in  advanced  schools :  15  in  high  school,  one  in 
training  school  for  nurses,  one  in  trade  school,  one  in  post¬ 
graduate  high  school.  Eleven  boys,  or  45  percent  are  in 
advanced  schools  as  follows :  8  in  high  school,  2  in  agricul¬ 
tural  schools,  and  one  in  agricultural  college. 

In  addition  to  the  cost  of  boarding  the  city  wards  during 
the  year,  there  was  unusual  expense  for  surgical  and  medical 
care,  together  with  a  constantly  growing  number  of  children 
in  institutions,  for  whose  maintenance  the  Department  is 
charged.  It  is  found,  too,  that  many  Overseers  of  the  Poor 
in  places  outside  of  Boston  do  not  hesitate  to  place  children 
having  settements  here  (but  who  are  not  in  the  custody  of 
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the  Trustees)  in  hospitals,  because  of  some  slight  illness, 
knowing  that  Boston  may  be  charged  for  their  care,  and  this 
Department  is  expected  to  meet  this  expense. 

Considering  the  usual  prevalence  of  communicable  diseases 
throughout  the  State  during  the  year,  the  health  of  your 
wards  was  very  good.  The  number  of  deaths  was  8 :  6  died 
in  hospitals  and  two  in  country  homes. 

The  office  force  remains  as  it  was  with  the  exception  of 
Miss  Violet  M.  McIntyre,  clerk,  who  resigned  July  16,  1914, 
and  Miss  Margaret  T.  Walsh,  clerk,  who  was  appointed  July 
3,  1914.  All  have  been  faithful  and  diligent  in  the  discharge 
of  their  duties  and  are  to  be  commended  therefor. 

In  conclusion  I  must  express  my  hearty  appreciation  of 
the  great  interest  which  the  Trustees  have  always  manifested 
in  the  welfare  of  their  wards  and  the  inspiration  and  encour¬ 
agement  which  their  interest  has  given  the  General  Agent 
and  his  assistants.
